POISON PROTEST 
DRIVE RECOILS 


Volume of Criticism Arouses 
Official Suspicion 


Amendment's Foes Believed 
Concerting Campaign 
Onus in All Deaths Laid at 
Government's Door 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31. (Exclusive) 


The responsible officers of govern - 
ment, led by Gecretary Melion, have 
taken the position that the poisoning 
of industrial alconol shall cease as 
soon es a eafe and efficient method 
of denaturing without poisoning can 
be devised. Accordingly, they have 
refrained from taking official cog- 
nizgance of the more or less misiead- 
ing statements that have been made 
by those who most strenuously decry 
the use of poisonous substances. 


RESENT IMPLICATION 

Unofficially, however, there t& « 
feeling of resentment that those ad- 
vocating @ change of method are et- 
tributing to government denaturing 
formulas all of the great number of 
deaths from alcoholiam that has been 
recorded in this holiday period.

(Exclusive) 
More than $30,000,000 tn taxes will 
be collected by the State in 1927 and 
1926 from gas and electric and tele- 
phone and telegraph companies, ac- 
cording to an estimate issued by the | 
State Board of Equalization. The 
board declares that the State taxes 
collected in 1925 and 1926 and to be 
collected im 1927 and 1928 from 
these utilities show a larger per- 
centage gain than the levies against 
other classes of corporations. The 
taxes against the gas and electric 
companies for 1927 are estimated to 
total $11,250,000 and for 1928 6§12,- 
000,000 and against telephone and 
telephone companies $3,535,000 for 
1927 and 83,755,000 for 1928. As the 
State taxes are levied on the gross 
receipts of utilities the tax gain re- 
fects the healthy business status of 
these utilities.

fewer tha. half the homes are incumbered 
by mortgages, while in the other large 
cities more than balf are pledged for the 
payment of debts.
